A professional teaching 
career that extends back to 
1946 will conclude at the 
end of this school year 
when Middle School 
teacher and musical direc- 
tor LeRoy Christian 
retires. His leaving will 
conclude 33 years with the 
Crawford-AuSable School 
system. 

-*When I first came to 
Grayling,” Christian said 
in a recent talk, “I had 
about 10 musical-oriented 
students, but it’s grown 
from that small beginning 
over the years.”” And in- 
deed it has. Now there are 
about 150 band members 
in the Middle School 
program, making up three 
bands, the sixth through 
the eighth grades, 

Christian’s teaching ca- 
reer goes back 43 years 
when he started with the 
Baraga School system in 
the upper peninsula. From 
there he went to Gladstone, 
spending 5% years there 
before Uncle Sam tapped 
on his door. While in the 
service, he spent 3% years 
in the Air Corps Band. 

“Frank Bond was School 
Supt. when I came to 
Grayling in 1946 after 
the service,” 
Christian recalled, ‘“‘I was 
attracted to the area by his 
particular personal con- 
geniality and Grayling it- 
self.”

ment in the triad is that at 
a fairly early age the father 
begins to play with sexual 
overtones: with his 
daughter. The play 
progresses over a period of 
years, and this is an impor- 
tant point. The abuse did 
not develop overnite. In- 
stances of fathers at- 
tacking daughters sexually 
without prior involvement 
are extremely rare. Often 
the father and daughter 
have been engaging in 
various forms of sexual 
behavior over the years. 
They may begin by 
sleeping together; then the 
daughter is asked to fondle 
the fathers penis or 
masturbate him. As the 
daughter matures he may 
fondle her genitals; and 
finally there is intercourse. 

They will usually know 


. that the fathers behavior is 


wrong. Her fathers war- 
ning not to tell anyone im- 
plies wrongdoing. Even if 
she has not been warned, 
she does not tell her friends 
or playmates. Many times 
the daughter will tell or at- 
tempt to tell the mother by 
hinting at what is tran- 
spiring, but these signals 
are ingnored for the most 
part. Many times an older 
daughter will continue to 
have sexual relations with 
her father to protect the 
younger sisters from the 


father. However, when the . 


older daughter leaves the 
home invariably the father 
will begin to have sexual 
relations with the younger 
sisters. 

The questions that 
usually arises about this 
situation is why does the 
father select the child in- 
stead of going elsewhere 
for sexual gratification? 
The answer being that the 
father is so dissatisfied 
with his relationship with 
his wife, not only the 
sexual relationship, that 
the best way he knows to 
punish his wife for these 
inadequacies is to abuse 
her own child. . 
.-If you have any. further 
questions about this area, 
please do not hesitate to 
contact me in whatever 
way is comfortable for you. 
Next week we will discuss 
how a sexual abuse com- 
plaint is handled in 
Crawford County,  in- 
cluding involvement of the 
courts, law enforcement 
agencies, and childrens 
protective services.

They noted that if a heat 
seeking missile is not able 
to lock-on and track a 
helicopter it is harmless to 
the ship. Thus a ship flying 
behind trees, hillsides and 
in valleys never permits 
the enemy to lock-in on 
their antiaircraft missiles. 

Camp officials noted that 
there are six NOE courses 
that. the helicopters use in 
their training program 
throughout the military 
reservation. Three are 
located north of Grayling 
just East of I-75 and three 
are spotted in the area 
south and west of Lake 
Margrethe.

In summing up the new 
training flights and the 
possibility of straying over 
private land, Brg, Gen. Ar- 
thur N. Phillips, Assistant

private properties as rnuch 
as possible. It is con- 
ceivable however, that at 
80 knots, at treetop level, a 
helicopter pilot could 
become disoriented and 
stray from the NOE cour- 
se. If this occurs, let me 
strongly assure everyone, 
it is a navigational error 
and not one of intent. Our 
pilots are too professional 
and take their aviation 
training too seriously to 
indulge in illegal flight or 
‘dive bombing” of private 
property.”

Baptist Church Officers 


A Baptist Church has only two 
sets of offices and officers, 
Pastors and Deacons. Selection 
and approval of these men rests 
solely with the Congregation. No 
outside organization or hierarchy 
has any voice in the selection or 
control of local church officers. 

The pastor of a Baptist Church 
has a number of biblical respon- 
sibilities. His work is described 
by five different words: 1) As an 
Elder, he is to be an executive 
head of the church under Christ, 1 
Tim 5:17; I Pet 5:1 & Acts 15. His 
work involves moderator of the 
local church, Chairman af the 
Deacans and exofficial member of 
all boards and committees in the 
local church. A pastor “rules” as 
a servant, and never as “lords 
over God’s heritage’’. 1 Pet 6:2, 3, 
I Tim 3:1-7 and Heb 13:7, 13. 

2) As a Bishop the pastor is 
given the spiritual oversight of 
the church. The word Biship 
means “overseer”. To fulfill this 
responsibility the pastor must 
visit and seek to help those who 
have spiritual needs within the 
church. Personal counseling is 
another work of the Bishop. 

3) As a Sheperd the pastor is 
given the spiritual responsibility 
te feed and protect the church. i 
Pet 5:2. The pastor feeds the 
church by giving them the truth 
of God's Word. He protects the 
church by making them aware of 
heresy and false teachers. 

4) The pastor is also known as a 
Preacher, I Tim 2:7; Psm 40:7-10 
and 1] Tim 1:11. 

5) Finally, he is known as a 
Teacher, Romans 2:20, I Cor 
12:28 and Eph 4:11.

Ah, New York: 
Some tableau!

‘There’s nothing like a trip to New York 

City to sweep the cobwebs out of the 
small-town mind and to underline the 
many values of back home. 
_ The occasion for the New York visit 
was the annual convention of the 
American Newspaper Pnblishers 
Association, which is composed of some 
1800 publishers of daily newspapers 
throughout the country, from the New 
York Times and Washington Post on 
down the line. Only a few weekly 
publishers are members; sometimes I 
wonder how I got in. 

The ANPA convention was a fine 
gathering, highlighted by the appearance 
of President Jimmy Carter. He gave a 
dull but important speech about a dull 
but important topic—the SALT treaty. 
Mr. Carter entered the room to the 
strains of Hail to the Chief, gave his talk, 
waved goodbye and left, no visiting, no 
socializing, no fooling around. Then the 
rest of us had lunch. My seat was as far 
away from the President as you could get 
and still stay in the same ballroom. At 
least, I guess it was the President; I 
couldn’t be sure from sight. And so much 
for my visit with Jimmy Carter. 


The rest. of the convention was livelier. 
And a President Allen Neuharth set the 
tone in his keynote: ‘‘We must rededicate 
ourselves to rescuing and upholding and 
defending the First Amendment, and to 
making it mean what it says, from the fir- 
st word to the last, for all Americans.” 

Reproductions of the First Amendment 
were everywhere around the conven- 
tion—as backdrops for the panels and 
speeches, on the programs and booklets, 
and most definitely on the minds of the 
delegates, 

Several speakers, including Neuharth, 
addressed the latest Supreme Court 
decision, allowing litigants in libel cases 


to inquire about the thought processes of. 


reporters and editors. ‘‘Rummaging 
through the minds of newspaper people,” 
is what Neuharth called it, warning of its 
dangers. : 

Personally, I can’t. get too excited 
about the decision; it seems to me if the 
reporter intended harrassment and 
malice as he prepared the story, he should 
be called to account for it. I do share, 
however,’ the general newsroom ap- 
prehensions about possible misuse of 
such “rummaging” by public figures who 
think they were libeled. It seems to mea 
leveling off process will evolve. 


Other speakers included Walter 
Cronkite and Barbara Walters, who at- 


tracted the most attention; it seemed. 


strange to an old pencil newspaperman 


like me that two individuals who thrive. 


On the electronic medium were snch. 
headliners, but they were. Both Cronkite 
and Walters used to be newspaper people; 


how famous would they have become as ! 
pad-and-pencil newsfolks? Not very, I. 


would guess. co 

Then there were some newsmakers. 
Chicago Mayor Jane Byrne was im- 
pressive; she obviously knows what it’s 
all about and has a lot on the ball; I think 
she’ll mdke a good mayor. Pennsylvania 
Gov. William Thornburgh talked of 
groping with the’ Three Mile Island: 


nuclear crisis; it became clear there is. 


much to be learned, by the public of- 
ficials, about this newest of domestic 


. problems. The UAW’s Irving Bluestone. 


and DuPont President Irving Shapiro 
discussed the economy; it was surprising. 


they agreed on so many points; perhaps.: 
_the reason the economy is such a problem. 


is that it isn’t appealing...it’s tough to 
understand...like SALT, it’s important, 
but dull. 


For me, the star of the ANPA conven-. 


tion was New York itself, I hadn’t been 
there since the World’s Fair in 1964, and 


you tend to forget over that length of: 


time. Of course, New York changes-in 15 
years, and so do I. : 

It’s another world, completely. Fifth 
Avenue at noon was as crowded with foot 
traffic as the stadium area after a Univer- 
sity of Michigan football game. Street 


_ traffic was bumber-to-bumper at almost 


all hours—cabs and busses and big cars.. 
New York cab drivers are everything 
their stereotype claims. On Manhattan, 
there must be dozens of differing en- 
vironments, living cheekby-jowl, from 
the impoverished to the privileged, with 
little geographic or social transition. 

Times Square seems to. be the seedy 
spot it was made out to be in popular 
notion, and it houses beautiful and 
significant theater productions within 
earshot of the sex and sin shows. What a 
tableau! : 

Yet,’ we walked the streets of New 
Yorls, ‘without’ incident and—after a few 
times—without rauch trepidation. The 
constant foot traffic, even in the late af- 
ter-theater hours, was a bit of a surprise. 

Ah, New York. It’s been 15 years since 
my last visit. That’s just about the right 
schedule.
